TRIED TO LYNCH THE ENGINEER, 


The Crowd Chases the Man Alleged to Be 
Responsibie—Interviews with Passengers. 

In five minutes after the first report of the 
collision had spread the wreck was surround- 
ed by a great crowd from the neighboring 
stations. Nearly all the killed and wounded 
were residents of the vicinity, and the indig- 
nation aroused at the sight of the scalded 
corpses soon reached the heat of mob fury. 
A cry went up from the angry crowd: 

Where's the engineer!“ 

“There he goes,” replied the frightened, 
white faced brakeman, who was trembling 
in the clutch of half a.dozen strong hands, 

The figure of a running man could be seen 
up the track in the dusk; ana yelling 
“There he goes! Lynch him!” a hundred 
young men made chase after the fugitive, 
He had a start of 500 feet and when he 
turned his blanched face and saw the rush 
he doubled his exertions. The pursuers 
were fleet also and they might have over- 
taken him but a few blocks up he plunged 
from the track into a side street and disap- 
pearea in the gathering darkness. The 
mob returned to the wreck and helped to 
carry off the dead. 

The first body taken from the wreck was 
that of Miss Kelley. The steam had so boiled 
her hands and face as to turn the skin a hor- 
rible purple, and her features were swollen 
out of all resemblance to their former shape. 
The others were not so badly disfigured, and 
only one person was cut. Most of them had 
died from inhaling the tremendous cloud of 
hot steam that filled every corner of the car 
before the echoes of the first terrible crash 
had died out.

HOW IT SEEMED TO PASSENGERS.

What Their Appearance Indicates—Clasped 
in Death—A Scaided Man. 

On the marble siabs at Klaner's undertak- 
ing establishment lay four of the bodies, 
scalded almost beyond recognition.

A JURY’S MERCY. 


LING WITH THE CASE. 


Col. Fellows, in Closing for the Proseca- 
tion, Scores the Young Napoleon Sav- 
agely and Pays His Respects to Wood- 
rafi—No Verdict Yet—Arrival of Two 
French Men-of-War—Lewis Bros. & 
Clark’s Proposition—Death of “ The 
Graphic ’—Notations from New York. 

New York, Sept. 24.—District Attorney 

Fellows today closed the Ives case for the 

prosecution. The peopie, he said, charged 


Henry S. Ives with issuing 6,000 shares of 


stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
rai June 21, 1886, without authority and 
with invent to defraud. The transaction took 
place in New York, and anything that took 
place in Brookiyn had nothing to do with it. 

Col. Fellows asked in thunder tones what 
evidence the defense produced to offset 
what the prosecution presented. To the as- 
tonishment of all the fourth juror answered 
the question pretty quickly by saying: We 
have not answered yet, but we will.“ 

Col. Fellows’ hands fell to his side. For 
the instant he was nonplused. He had evi- 
dently lost his temper, for, looking the jury- 
man full in the face, he retorted by saying: 
“I wantno comment from the jury at the 
present time.“ 

The speaker then dwelt at some length on 


the testimony of Short, who had been con- 


nected with the road for thirty-six years 
and whose testimony was wholly reliable. 
It was shown that to suit the Ives faction he 
had to take a back seat and fill a minor office. 
Referring to Woodruff, Col. Fellows said 
that only a liar, a forger, and a thief could 
be connected with Mr. Ives. Ives had to 
use such a willing tool as Woodruff and dis- 
charge a trusted official in order to make a 
place for Woodroft. 

In closing Mr. Fellows said that in all his 
experience, extending over thirty years, he 
never knew of another case where all 
the charges were so clearly proven as in 
this, and, on the other hand, a case where 
the defense was so feeble. At this point Mr. 
Brooke took exreption, stating that the state- 
ment had a tendency to intimidate the jury. 
The objection was overruied. 

A strong feature of Col. Fellows’ plea was 
his declarauon that no one had applied for 
the dividends of the bogus stock, an assump- 
tion that Ives and his friends were afraid 
that by applying the overissue they would 
de discovered.

LEWIS BROS. & co. s PROPOSITION, 


An Offer for Settlement Which Is Accepted 
by Their Creditors. 

New Tonk, Sept. 24.—[Speci>'.j|—Lewis 
Bros. & Co., the dry goods commission mer- 
chants of No. 86 Worth street, have just made 
their formal offer to their creditors to com- 
promise at 574¢ cents on the dollar. This 
amount is 7 cents larger than both they and 
the assignee thopght they could pay when 


their schedules were filed. Creditors to 


whom the settlement has been presented 
have all expressed a willingness to accept 
the terms and have the firm resume busi- 
ness, and it is thought the settiement will be 
effected speedily. 

Some of the concerns who were involved in 
the failure of Lewis Bros. & Co. have suc- 
ceeded in making satisfactory arrangements 
with their creditors. The Manville company, 
manufacturers of cotton goods at Providence, 
is taking care ofits paper. It is understood 
that the company pays in full, on a basis of 
50 cents cash and 50 cents secured by a sec- 
ond mortgage bona of $300,000 on the plant 
which was recently signed. The account has 


«been taken away from Lewis Bros. & Co., 


who had been the selling agents for many 
years, and is now managed by E. Oldberg- 
mann & Co., who, it is said, were instru- 
mental in raising the cash for the Manville 
company to pay ite debts. 

The Dunnell Manufacturing company, cali- 
co printers of Providence, which had $520,000 
of Lewis Bros. & Co.’s acceptances, has, it is 
said, made arrangements to take care of this 
paper by raising $260,000, part from the 
stockhoiders and part by mortgage. In the 
settlement of Lewis Bros. & Co.’s accept- 
ance the Dunnell company will pay half and 
the other half comes from Lewis Bros. & Co. 


INSANITY BECAUSE OF DESERTION. 


A French Woman En Route to Dakota, De- 
serted by ter Lover, Becomes Insane. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.|—A strange 
case was brought to the attention of the com- 
missioners of emigration today in which a 
French woman, deserted by her lover, said 
to be a nobleman of wealth, has become 
insane. In her pockets was found an or- 
der issued by the Cunard Steamship com- 
pany from the office, No. 8 Water 
street, Liverpool, for a second class 
ticket to Chicago. The woman said her 
name was Josephine Brun, and she was also 
known as Mrs. Demores. She. arrived at 
this port last August with C. Demores, who, 
she says, is a wealthy nobleman. They 
traveled together as man and wife, and vis- 
ited the leading summer resorts, returning 
to this city Aug. 22. The man then deserted 
her, but gave her money to return to France, 
and said his brothers would pay her a life 
pension. 

She took passage on the French steamer 
sailing Aug. 23, but, instead of proceeding 
from Havre direct to St. Etienne, she hurried 
across the channel. At Liverpool she bought 
an intermediate ticket from the Cunard line 
and also an order for a ticket via the Penn- 
sylvania railroad from New York to Chica- 
go, saying that her intention was to reach 
Dakota, where some of Demores’ relatives: 
resided. i 

Sailing on the steamer Bothnia, she ar- 
rived in this port Friday last and left the 
vessei the same day, as intermediate passen- 
gers are not required to pass through Castle 
Garden. The poor woman evidently became 
insane on the voyage over, and when she. 
landed here she wandered about the streets 
aimlessiy. She bad plenty of money for her 
immediate wants. 


TWO FRENCH MEN-OF-WAK ARRIVE,

Death of the “ Graphic.”’ 

The Daily Graphic, an illustrated afternoon 
newspaper, died a natural death today. The 
deputy sheriff, who is now in charge of the 
property, says uu died for want of nourish- 
ment.. The Graphic was started March 4, 
1873, with Canadian money. Sir Francis 
Hincks was the president of the concern and 
the Goodsell brothers the managers. In 1884 
J. W. Hinkley took it from the Good- 
sells and made it a Democratic or- 
gan. Mr. Hinkley eased it off upon E. 
H. Goff. Mr. Goff held it only a 
short while and one day let it slip down upon 
the shouldersof E. C. Brown. Mr. Brown 
one day asked Thomas C. Platt to take a lit- 
tie of the load off his shoulders. He did. 
He induced Stephen B. Elkins to keep Sis 
eyes open, too, and when the Goff-Brown 
régime tottered these two astute Republicans 
seized upon the Democratic plum. Henry L. 
Stoddard of the Philadelphia Press was 
placed in control. For the last eight months 
Mr. Stoddard has had a frightful time with 
that baby.

CONDITION OF SPRING VALLEY MINERS. 


Adjutant General Vance Thinks the Reports 
of Suffering Are Exaggerated. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Sept. 24.—(Specia].]— 
Adjutant General Vance today presented his 
report to Gov. Fifer, telative to his recent in- 
vestigation at the Governor’s request as to 
the condition of the people of Spring Valley, 
and more particularly of the miners en- 
gaged in the strike, in accordance with the 
desire of the citizens as expressed in the 
memorial presented to the Governor a few 
days ago. The report states the general sen- 
timent expressed by representatives of all 
classes Was that the memorial was a misrep- 
resentation as to the condition existing with 
reference to destitution, starvauon, suffer- 
ing, and sickness, and that it Was prepared 
without any preparation or consultation on 
the part of many who sigued it, fur the rea- 
son that they feared being boycotted in busi- 
ness had they refused. Some few express 
different views, but freely admit that there 
has been exaggeration in reference to starya- 
uon and destitution, but urge the necessity 
for charitable work, and state this necessity 
would probably exist several weeks aftér the 
miners returned to work. 

The report states there is littie sickness, 
and that not of a serious character, while the 
generai sanitary condition is good, and then 
proceeds: 


There is evidence ofa sentiment of hostility 
toward both mineowners and miners among citi- 
zens not engaged in these pursuits, for the rea- 
son, as stated by them, that neither party seems 
to have made much effort to come to an agree- 
ment or to compromise their differences. There 
is a universal expression that Mr. Scott's offer of 
76 cents per ton for mining and thirty inches 
brushing with three men in a room would be un- 
reasonable and unfair remuneration to the min- 
ers, and he (Scott) is charged with insincerity in 
making the offer. There is an equaliy strong 
conviction upon the part of sg bv gg: should be 
competent to judge that the mines cannot be 
operated profitably at the prices demanded, and 
that men living 1 4 93 should snow a dis.

OHIO’S OIL AND GAS WELLS IN DANGER. 
Salt Water Threatening the Entire Pro- 
duction—Too Many Holes Drilled. 

Finptray, O., Sept. 24.—[Special.}—The oil 
and gas operators of northwestern Ohio are 
having serious trouble with the salt water, 
which, as the field grows older and the draft 
upon its resources becomes greater, seems to 
be increasing everywhere. The oil weils can 
be relieved by pumping the sait water away 
‘at regular intervais, but us a gas well cannot 
be pumped the pressure of salt water means 
ruin to the well; and some of the greatest 

roducers in the Findlay field are now prac- 
Hoally worthless on account of this disturb- 


ing element. : 
Tue gas territory seems to be as much in. 
clined to trouble from salt water as the oil 
fields.” It is almost certain that the saline 
liquid will make its appearance in nearly 
every well that penetrates the Trenton rock 
to any appreciable distance. Some sections 
seem to de entirely free from its presence, 
while others adjoining are flooded. It 
will appear sometimes in the upper 
crust of the. Trenton rock, and has 
been discovered in the Niagara limestone. 
Too many wells are being sunk within a 
limited area. Within five years, unless a 
halt is called on this ruinous practice of sink- 
ing wells all over the field, as close together 
as derricks can be erected, the oil and gas 
supplies of this region will be exhausted; 
and the towns and cities which have been 
built up on account of these wonderful de- 
posits of light and fuel will relapse into an 
obscurity and aecay us pitiable as is now ex- 
hibited in the desolate cities which once 
marked the marvelous oil centers of Penn- 
sylvania. Pithole ana municipalities of like 
ephemeral character will be duplicated here 
in northwestern Onio. The danger is immi- 
nent, but the warning will go unneeded.

An Important Raling by the Commissioner 
of the Land Offica—Capital Notes 

Wasurneorton, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Speciul. |— 
The acting commissioner of the general 
land office has granted a motion to review 
the decision of Commissioner Stockslager of 
Feb. 23, 1889, in which indemnity for 
school lands in the siletz and Grande Ronde 
Indian reservation was refused. The law 
granting the school lands to Oregon provides 
for indemnity in cases where the lands are 
sold or otherwise disposed of. Acting 
Stone holds that the 
sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections which 
lie within the boundaries of the 
two named reservations are dis of 
within the meaning of the law, and foilow- 
ing the decision of Secretary Lamar in the 
case of Colorado he holds that the state has 
the right to select other lands in place 
thereof. 

This decision is regarded as important. as it 
will govern in all similar cases of which 
there are a large number in different parts of 
the west. *

The claims of the other boodle commissioners 
are as worthless as Casselman’s. Through the 
energy of Secretary Michaels the county attor- 
ney has been enab to collect evidence show- 
ing that in the aggregate those boodle commiis- 
sioners. Klehm, Buck McCarthy, Van Pelt, 
Wren, Lynn, et al., drew from the county 
as per diem and e $11,188 more than they 
were entitled to. 

The only individual commissioners who have a 
legal claim against county are Dan Wren 
and John Hannigan. It appears that there is 
about 8150 coming to Hannigan and about $50 due 
to Wren. All other claims are knocked out by 
Judge Baker's decision.

If the tariff question were generally stated 
in this frank, clearcut way voters would not 
be befogged, but could decide intelligentiy 
which system tney consider most favorable 
to their individual interests. Why shouldn't 
Mr. Gladstone be a pronounced freetrader! 
England cannot produce food enough to feed 
more than half its people. To avoid famme 
and starvation it must import food products 
in epormous quantities from other nations, 
and of necessity it must have something to 
offer in exchange, and being deficient in 
natural resources, except in iron, coal, and 
tin, it turns to the manufacture of goods 
and wares. Its interest is all in the direction 
of an expanded system of foreign exchange 
and commerce. To be able to manufacture, 
export, and sell in foreigu markets hundreds 
of millions’ worth of goods against competi- 
tion from any quarter it must get rid of 
every tax or other burden that would pre- 


vent cheapening its goods and wares to the 


As a wise and patriotic Englishman it 
would be hard to see how Mr. Gladstone 
could be anything else than a freetrader. 
But it does not follow at all that Mr. Mason 
or any other patriotic American should de- 
sire Mr. Gladstone’s doctrine applied in this 
country. This country feeds herself and 
always bas a vast surplus of bread and meat 
tosend abroad. Selfsustaining and not de- 
pendent upon foreign commerce for means of 
subsistence the United States may well make 
the development of home resources and not 
export trade the chief concern. With her 
two greatexports—cotton and food products 
—dependent not on tariff systems for support 
of life dut on the necessities of other nations 
which cannot feed themselves but must im- 
port food or starve, the United States can 


afford to partly close her doors against cheap 


foreign goods and undertake to develop a 
system of home manufacturing even at the 
cost of dear goods and the attendant high 

Tus Tamar has peen accused of incon- 
sistency by both Democratic and Repubhcan 
papers simply because t has told the truth 
about the tariff question and refused to in- 
pose factional sophistries and fallacies on its 
readers. Ithas admitted the truth of the 
Democratic claim that free trade would give 
consumers greatly cheapened wares and 
goods. In specific 
tain limits it has contended that a 
cheapening of articles of necessity ought to 
be accomplished by tariff reform.

Tun TainUN bas steadily denounced the 
Democratic free traders for attempting such 
a fraud on voters and has demanded that 
they sbould frankly tell the truth and state 
their full doctrine of cheap goods with 
the result of low wages. While the Demo- 
cratic free trade policy would secure cheaper 
goods undoubtedly it would also break down 
the American scale of high wages ana iower 
it to about the Engiish level. This would be 
inevitable. On no other condition couid our 
manufacturers produce goods to compete 
with British mill and factory products in tne 
absence of tariff protection. Claiming in dis- 
honest demagogic fashion that it could secure 
a great pecuniary benefit without paying a 
price for it the Democratic leaders have 
duped multitudes of wageworkers in the cities 
by the false and absurd promise of cheap 
goods and continued high wages to the men 
who make them—something that is simply 


| impossible. 


It the Democratic idea of free trade were 
adopted there would intervene an ugly pe- 
riod of disturBance before it could be got into 
working shape. The old oft repeated asser- 


tion that the workmen would refuse utterly 
to accept free trade wages after voting for 


free trade and would abandon the factories 
and workshops and cities and towns en 
masse and betake themselves to the country 
and go to farming is arrant nonsense. There 
is no available government homestead land 
left for them, and they could not be driven 
away from the cities and towns.

WHAT THE BURLINGTON & NORTHERN 
RAILWAY IS DOING FOR CHICAGO.. 

It ig asingular circumstance that Chicago 
railrdads should not see more clearly than 
they appear to the full meaning of Du'uth 
and Canadian competition on one side and 
gulf of Mexico competition on the other. Mr. 
Charies Francis Adams, in a speech at Fort 
Worth, Tex., Sept. 8, is reported to have said, 
among other things, that he was there to see 
if the business of the Union Pacific railroad 
company could not be sent more satisfactor- 
fly by a line through Texas than by Chicago 
and Duluth. This may mean a great deal, 
not only to Chicago but also to New York. 


But it is farther off and much less threaten- | 


ing at the moment than tne attitude of the 
Lake Superior and Canadian lines to the 
trade of Chicago. Today the entire trafiic 
between the region east of Buffalo and Pitta- 
burg and the region west of Duluth would be 
going around Chicago if it were not for tne 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern road, 
which has, up to the present time, 
insisted on keeping a line open via 
Chicago, even though 
forced itself to stand ali of the reduction in 
the through rates. Looking at the facts, one 
would suppose that all the roads interested 
in a Une via Chicago would stand with the 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern in this fight 
and insist upon dividing the traffic with the 
northern lines. Whether the C., B. & N. 
company is strong enough to succeed in the 


fight without help from the roads east of nns

Chicago will be permanently diverted to east- 
ern cities by routes north of us Can the 
businéssmen and propertyowners of Chi- 
cago afford to sit still and quietly allow the 
traffic of the great northwest to be carried 
around us? The Chicago, Burlington & 


Northern, like all railroad corporations, is, of | 


coursé, working for what it believes to be its 
own interest. It is, indeed, obvious that its 
life depends upon trafiic between Chicago 
ana this northwestern region, because it has 
but the single line and no other tram to de- 
pend upon. 

But it is equally obvious that its interest in 
thie particular matter is wholly bound up with 
the interest of the city of Chicago and those 
whoown property and do business in Chicago. 
If the Burlington & Northern road abandons 
the fight for want of support, and the traf- 
fic of the northwest 1s all curried by the 


| more northern routes, how long will it be be- 


fore a portion of the traffic of lowa, Kansas, 
and Nebraska will be diverted away from 
Chicago to the same northern lines of trans- 
portation? If the northern lines find that 
the Chicago ratiroad lines cannot or will hot 
meet their competition and are willing to 
surrender the traffic of the northwest they 
will not be satisfied with that alone, but will 
build extensions towards Omaha, Kansas 
City, and Denver. And when, if ever, suoen 
@ condition of things comes to pass and the 
trade of Colorado, as well as a portion of 
that of Kansas and Nebraska, finds its way 
to Europe and to the eastern cities of this 
country by way of Texas and the gulf, as 
Mr. Adams suggests, what will or can Chi- 
cago do about it? 
So tar as the situation in the northwest is 
cerned it seems clearly for the interest of 
the roads via Chicago to face it now, and 
insist upon having a fair share of the traffic 
of that region. If that fight is made now it 
will win, and will save much more serious 
struggle and possibie defeat hereafter. 


CORNER IN THE BRITISH COTTON MARKET. 
The cotton brokers and speculaters who 
have attempted to corner the English market 


„and are involved in a bitter conflict with the 


spinners may yet regret their imitation of 
the tactics adopted in the last attempted 
squeeze in wheat in Chicago. Their methods 
are the same, and they have reached a point 
where it is make or break. A compromise of 
any kind seems unlikely, and the indications 
all point to an unconditional surrender either 
by the spinners or tne speculators. 

At this season, when the supply of one 
crop year is pretty well worked up and that 
of the next not yet in the market, there is 
often a strong temptation to corner the 
amount of cotton on hand and make the 
manufacturers pay exorbitant rates for 
their raw material or stand the loss 
of ghutting down for a month or 
two. Heretofore, however, attempts to cor- 
ner the market auring August and Septem- 
ber have failed and the spinners have suc- 
ceeded in getting enough raw cotton to tide 
them over until the new crop could be had in 
October. Unfortunately for tne spinners 


the speculators seem to have an uncommonly 


strong hold on them this year. Owing to the 
increased cheupness and improved quality of 
cotteg goods the demand has greatly in- 
creased, and as the cotton crop which is now 
being worked up was somewhat scant the 
spinrérs find themselves approaching the 
end of the manufacturing year with only a 
limited amount of raw material to be had. 
Prices would no doubt have advanced at 
this season from natural causes, but the 
speculators saw their opportunity, and 
by getting control of tne cotton avail 
able for delivery in September have 
caused an artificial scarcity. A London cable

Hence consumers cannot be made to 
pay the extra cost caused by forcing up the 
price of raw cotton, but the manufacturers 
must stand the loss themselves. Many of 
them claim it would be cheaper to close their 
establishments until the new cotton crop is 
put on the market. In that event the cotton 
speculators would have to sell for less than 
they paid and would be badly worsted. If 
the spinners will stand together and shut 
down or threaten to do so in a manger that 
will leave no doubt that such is their de- 
termination and that they will execute it 
they ought to be able to smash the ring. 
The speculators must sell in the course of 
three or four weeks or be badly beaten. 


Juper Neison of the United States cir 
cuit court in Minnesota, following the same 
line of reasoning as Judge Blodgett, reaches 
the same conclusion and pronounces the anti- 
dressed beef lawof Minnesota unconstitu- 
tional and void. This makes the fourth m- 
stance in which that law has been brought 


in question in the courts, and in every case 


it has been set aside. There could hardly be 
& plainer i}lustration of any attempt by a 
state to interfere with interstate commerce 
than is supplied in thie Minnesota legisia- 
tion. The act cannot be upheld except on ex- 
treme anti-national state sovereignty dog- 
mas, and its adoption was a disgrace to the 
legislature of a state like Minnesota. Fort- 
unately, however, the discreditable trans- 
action was relieved to some extent 
by the action of the dissenting 
this unpatriotic, 
unconstitutional legislation and had their 
formal protest against it entered on the 
legisiative journais. There is no provision 


| of the federal constitution which should be 


guarded with greater care than that which 
was intended to secure absolute freedom of 
commerce between the states. This was one 
of the chief purposes for which the consti- 
tution was adopted, and no provision of that 
instrument has conferred greater benetits on 
the people. It was intended to obliterate 
state lints so far as the movements of com- 
merce between different parts of the coun- 
try are concerned, and subversive, dishon- 
est state laws like the anti-dressed beef 
acts cannot be too promptly stamped out. 
In this instance the United States courts are 
performing the work promptly and with all 
needed vigor. State courts have taken the 
same course whenever these laws have been 
brought before them.

Floods in the Despiaines Might Sweep 
Through the City. 

Tue Desplaines river rises in Wisconsin 
opposite Kenosha, flows south along the 
lake about ten miles to Summit, where it 
turts southwesterly, and, uniting with the 
Kankakeo, forme the Illinois. The point 
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where it 1s proposed to divert its waters into 
Lake Michigan by the Skokie cutoff is about 
thirteen miles northwest of the courthouse 
and directly west of Park Ridge station on 
the Wisconsin division of the Chicago & 
Northwestern railroad. The north branch of 


the Chicago fiver approaches within three 
miles of the Desplaines at this point and is 
separated from it by a ridge about sixty feet 
above the lake and about three miles wide. 
The bottom of tne Desplaines at this point is 
about thirty-four feet above the lake and 
ay of tne north branch about nineteen 
eet. | 


It is proposed to dam the Desplaines for 
about a quarter of a mile and dig a channel 
through the ridge to the north branch. A cul- 
vert will be piaced under this dam to carry 
down the Desplaines the ordinary tow 
water flow, An immense adam will 
be built across the north branch to 
turn the water northward. The bed of the 
north branch at this point is about twelve 
feet deep and thirty feet wide. It lies in a 
basin about 200 feet wide and about thirty 
feet above the lake. The grade of the sur- 
rounding country is about forty feet above 
the lake. 

These and dimensions continue 
northward about three miles to the forks of 
the north branch, one fork rising near Lib- 
ertyville, in Lake county, and flowing south- 
easterly. and tbe other rising in the Skokie 
marsh. back of Glencoe, and flowing south- 
westerly. These forks are creeks. Their 
beds are tweive to fifteen feet below their 
basins and thirty teet wide. Their basins 
are about 200 feet wide and ten feet below 
the level of the country adjacent. They are 
nearly empty in dry weather and torrents 
during fresnets. 

A BIG DITCH. 

It is proposed to digachannel along the 
basin of the north branch beyond the junc- 
tion of the forks and up the east fork toa 
point near the north line of the town of 
Niles, and thence by a sweeping. curve 
through the Grosse Point ridge at the Skokic 
diten culvert on about the north line of 
Wilmette to lake ＋ „ Tuis channel is 
to be 100 feet wide at the bottom, 134 feet at 
the surface of tne water, and about sixteen 
feet deep. Its capacity will be 600.000 cubic 
feet of water per minute. it will de about 
twelve miles jong, and will follow the basin 
of the north branch about four miles. On 


“account of the windings of the stream and 
the headlands to be cut across this will not 


turnish much relief. The cut will be contin- 
uous and heavy with the exception of about 


None of the country through which this 
channel passes needs it for drainage. It is 
farming lang aud good crops grow to the 
edge of the basins. Every foot ot land has 
an outlet for tile drainage without the lake, 
the north branch, Or tne Despiaines. The 
only territory benefited is that of the Skokie 
marshes, lying one mile north of the nearest 
point of the channel. They can be drained 
into it, but nene of this territory could be 
assessed for benefits, as it is all outside the 
proposed district and outside the county. 

The question of damages, on the other 
hand, is appallmg. The drainage committee 
estimates that a strip of ground 400 feet 
wide will bave to be condemned, and it is 
hardly probsble this would be wide enough. 
In some places where cuts of over fifty feet 
are necessary the top of the channei would 
be almost this wide, for the sides are not to 


feettoone. The material taken from this 
channel must be saken away at an expense 
that can hardly be calculated. If piled up 
along the sides of channels it will 
dam tne water from the adjacent 
country and damage crops. The number of 
farms this channel will cut and the private, 
capes and railroad bridges to span it must 

considered. For one mile at tne east end 
it will traverse a beautiful residence district 
which, when subdivided, will compel briages 
at every street. 

0 Is IT SAFE? 


Another thing to be considered is tne 
menace such a channel would be to the city 
of Chi and the valley of the north 
branch. times of flood about 1,000,000 cu- 
bic feet of water a minute comes down the 
Despiaines. In 1881 the river was at the 
point when this cutoff would intercent 
it to fifty-five, feet above the lake. 
This is only thirteen miles northwest of tne 
courthouse. fall in the three miles 
from the Desplaines to the north branch 
wouid be about fifteen feet. As three inches 
a mile is sufficient fall for a channel of this

LOUISIANA’S TREASURER ACCUSED. 


Some Bonds, Supposed to Be Destroyed, 
Tarn Up in a Strange Way. 

New Qeieans, La. Sept. 24.—The 17th of 
September an interview with Marshall Stod- 
dart was publishedin which he stated that 
some of the coupons of the agricultural and 
mechanical college bonds haa been presented 
in 1888 for payment; that they belonged to 
Mr. Jardet, a New Orieans broker; that he 
called the attention of Treasurer Burke to 
the matter and heard nothing more about 
it. Mr. Jardet, interviewed yesterday 
at Grand losle, denied that be 
ever owned or presented any such 
coupons. This statement being shown to ex- 
Cashier Stoddart, he ve a copy of a letter 
addressed by him to . Burke, in which he 
called attention to the matter. Maj. Burke 
was in New Orleans at the time. Thirty 
coupons supposed to have been destroyed had 
been presented. 

Mr. Stoddart stated that he showed the 
thirty coupons to Mr. James Campbell, re- 
ceiving clerk in the treasurer’s office, and to- 
gether they discussed this reappear- 
ance of coupons which were sup 
posed to have been destroyed several 
years ago. Mr. Campbell immediately sent 
in his resignation, not wanting to remain 
longer connected with an office where such 
an rity could occur. Maj. Burke pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Campbell to remain. 

The above, if true, shows that Treasurer 
Burke had disposed of the bonds in ques- 
tion aud arranged for payment of the inter- 
est on them outside of the treasurer's office 
in January, 1888, six months before he retired 
from office. 


A REMINDER OF THE GOGEBIC CRAZE. 


A Decision by the Wisconsin Supreme Court 
in the John E. Burton Case. 

Maprison, Wis., Sept. 24.— [Special.] — The 
supreme court today affirmed the orders ap- 
pealed from in the lower court in the case of 
the Central Trust company of New York vs. 
John E. Burton, the ex-mining king of Go- 
gebic fame. The trust company applied in 
the circuit, court of Walworth county for a 
receiver of the property mortgaged by Bur- 
ton to secure his notes for 000, given the 
company. Burton claimed these notes were 
usurious. The company demurred to the 
answer, and the demurrer was overruied. 
The circuit court also refused to appoint a 
receiver.

Wasmineton, D. C., Sept. 24.—The state 
department is receiving just now from our 
representatives in Europea great many inter- 
esting extracts from European journals ex- 
pressing some. alarm over the effect upon 
European trade of the coming conference of 
the American nations. Some of them are 
almost hysterical in their a to the 
South American republics to distrust our ad- 
vances and continue to trade in Europe. 

urope is waking up to the possible results 
of thej congress in earnest, Le Temps of 
Paris has been publishing a series of articles 
expressing the gravest fears as to the 
consequences of the congress. It de- 
Clares that it is intended to form a 
zoliverein among all the American 
states, Which, while fostering their com- 
merce among themselves, will practically 
exclude that of Europe. The paper goes on 
to urge the English and French merchants 
to make every effort to prevent the realiga- 
uon of this result and to induce the Hispano- 
Americanos to adhere to their ancient sys- 
tems. Heretofore they have been under the 
domination, commercially and somewhat 
politically, of Spain and the rest of Europe. 
They are just escaping from this. Commeat- 
ing on the above articles in Le Temps, La 
Zora of Madrid has also been publishing 
vigorous comments on the congress, 

One of the latest communications received 
at the state department is from Minister 
Fred Grant, dated Aug. 8, 1889. It 1s a long 
article from tue Vienna Fremdexdlatt, the 
organ of the minister of foreign affairs of 
Austria-Hungary. It says: 

FEELING UNCOMFORTABLE. 

The United States government has invited all 
the governments of the new world to take part 
in a congress to be held in Washington under 
the watchword of united America,” and NN 
cially America united against Europe.” ni- 
form weights, measures, and coinage are to be 
introduced; a court of arbitration appointed to 
settle all disputes between American states; en- 
croachments of European states in conn 

with American affairs are to be jointly opposed 
and, the most important of ali, a uniform tariff 
rate of customs duties is to be established. 

The plan is one of imposing grandeur, and Seo- 
retary Blaine, who conceived it, will surely add 
numbers to the ranks of his party. Perhaps it 
was with this view that this bold conception was 
launched, rumors of which had been current for 
some time. 

That the success of Mr. Blaine’s device would 
be of great and disagreeable consequence to Eu- 
rope is eusily understood. Europe ships a large 
part of its manufactures to South America, ana 
our own Austrian producers well know the value 
of their Brazilian and Argentine customers, who 
purchase their china, glass, paper, fancy 8, 
shoes, and other articies exported to those 
countries, If those ports should be closed 
to. us dy tariff rates as high as those 
of the United States a large art 
of our workmen and a still larger part of Ger- 
man, French. and English laboring men would 
be in danger of losing theiremployment. There 
is, therefore, every reason for reflecting serious- 
ly regarding this matter, and for not dismissing 
it as being too tar removed.

The Vienna pa on to say that the 
states to south of the United States are not 
likeiy to submit to the wishes of these mill- 
ionaires of the union.

In the 
United States we do not feel the shutting up 
of a foreign market much, bat in Europe it is 
in many cases a matter of commercial life or 
death, and for this reason they see the imme- 
diate necessity for prompt action to counter 
act this commercial movement, 

The Fremdenbdiatt goes on te say some re- 
markable things. For instance, it says: 
“Not asingie European state has ever con- 
templated cothmitting encroachments on 
American states.“ 

How was it when about twenty-five years 
ago a prince of the House of the Hapsbarg 
hoisted his new imperial flag of Mexico over 
the castle walls of Miramar and a few deys 
later set sai! from Trieste to come over nd 
take possession, by the aid of Napoleon’s 
hopes, of a tree and independent country, 
which neither sought nor desired his pres- 
ence!

Rome letter in the New York ‘Tribune: A 
wave of financial disaster is now sweeping 
over the peninsula, leaving ruin, misery, and 
even disgrace to mark its destructive course. 
The reputation of being the cleverest finan- 
ciers of the world, which the Italians for- 
merly enjoyed, and which led the citizens of 
London to give the name of Lombard street 
to the great thoroughfare on which all their 
chief banking instituwons were located, 
seems to be a thing of the past.

But this is not all. The Black Hills give 
birth toa score or more of streams that give 
life to an agri¢ultrral kingdom below them. 
They water wide valleys of extraordinary 
fertility. No irrigation is needed. Like Pixe’s 
Peak, Harney's Peak isa storm center, but, 
unlike Pike’s Peak, it generously scatters its 
showers over the wide valleys and broad 
plateaus that stretch tothe horizon. The 
effect is marvelous. Dakotatoday is the 
greatest wheat producing country in the 
union. Indeed, it is said to be raising nearly 
a thirtieth of the wheat crop of the world. 

The Black Hills, oasis, however, is only 

ust beginning to do its share of the work. 
ts fertility almost surpasses belief. The 
best wheat and vats undoubtedly grow upon 
its farms. There are surprising 7 1 
concerning its crops. heat yields from 
twenty to forty bushels per acre, but sam- 
pies of a yield of eighty-four bushels to the 
acre are show, John Schamel, who lives 
two miles west of Rapia City, recently raised 
400 bushels of wheat from ten acres of ground, 
and sold it out of the wagon for 90 cents per 
bushel. The grains of the Black Hill wheat 
are large and plump. They seldom fall un- 
der seventy pounds to the bushel. The soil, 
bear in mind, is not stimulated. Scratch the 


‘rich earth and you get your reward without 


fertilizers. — 

Oats in the Hills, sown upon the same soil, 
become too heavy. A field im Hill City was 
seen wh:ch yielded nearly sixty bushels to 
the acre. The oats weighed fully forty-six 
pounds to the busbel.

Golden- 
rod, wild roses, blackberries, thistles, and 
wild sunflowers are plentiful.

The climate is delightful. The summer 
months are characterized by warm days and 
cool nights... The air is pure and wholesome. 
Light showers are frequent. Tornadoes are 
rare. The autumn monthsarelovely. Warm 
weather remains until after the holidays. It

part of the United States. The winters are 
id, but there is little snow. Sleighs are 
never used. The mercury seldom rises 
above 90° in summer. In winter it some- 
times reaches 20° below zero. The climate is 
especially favorable to those suffering from 
pulmonary and malarial diseases, It has all 
ine good qualities of the air of Colorado, 
without the light, rarefied atmosphere. You 
seldom hear of sickness in the Black Hills. 
The border days are past. 
has disappeared. The Hilts are as safe for 
travelers as the roads of New England. The 
Indians are kept on reservations hundreds 


of miles away. I have been here sixteen 


days without seeing a solitary savage. The 
people are hospitable and entertaining.

Besides this 
nature has supplied six varieties of wild 
grass. Rye, bariey, corn, buckwheat, and 
sorghum thrive wonderfully. A farmer may 
raise grain the valleys and his cattle and 
sheep fina ampie subsistence the year round 
on the wild grass of the low hills and mount- 
ain slopes. The valieys are lovely. Peaks 
clothed to the vop with dark pines surround 
them. Crystal springs purl through them. 
in springs of the purest water, 
and they are fed by the snows and rainfails 
of the mountains. Many of the valleys are 
under cultivation. Others await the appre- 
ciative husband man. 

Ten years from now, when the tin mines 
are fuliy developed, these valleys will un- 
doubtediy ptove far more valuable than the 
gold placers in the guiches. Penaingtoa coun- 
ty, of which Rapid City is the shiretown, in- 
ciudes the heart of the hills. It has about 
5,000 farms under various stages of cultiva- 
tion. Ther@ are few barns and few ideal 
farmhouses. Settlers who have just taken 
up choice locations frequently live in wall 
tents. Upon the cultivated farms you find 
the latest improved agricuitural implements. 
A farmer was seen using a mowing machine 
followed with a horse 
rake, They were gathering in the second 
crop of hay for the season. Most of the 
farms in the valiéys are taken up. There are 
choice table lands in the country around the 
hills, some of which are still open to settle- 
ment. They are subject to rainfalis, and, 
with few exceptions, are said to be fully as 
fertile as the lands in the valieys. 

Aside from agriculture the drainage of the 
hills sustains an immense cattie industry. 
Nearly a mijlion cattle browse on tne grass 
bordering streams that have their source near 
Harney’s pak. They dot the valleys as far 
as the eye can see. They feed upon the 
native grasses, summer and winter. These 
cattle mostly escaped the rigors of the win- 
ter that proved so disastrous in Montana and 
upper Wyoming a few years ago. Huge 
trains laden with them are beginning to roil 
down the — road toward Omaha and 
Chicago. These trains have the right of way, 
and frequentiy attain a speed of forty-five 
miles an hour. “if you are ever in a hurry

great cattle kings of the district are C. J. 
White and the Woods Brothers. They own 
40,000 head and have over $1,000,000 invested 
in the business. The management is concen- 
trated at Rapid City. Last year they shipped 
over 10,000 cattle, yielding a cash return of 
over $400,000. The same corporation owns a 
great horse ranch, with seven miles of never- 
failing water.

MORMONS CENTER IN NEW. YORK, 


Their Missiongries Gather There to Meet 
Foreign Converts. 

New York Sun: Few people know that 
New York is a sort of center for Mormon 
missionaries; not that they seriously under- 
take to make converts here, although some 
httle effort is put forth in this direction. The 
Joe Smith Mormons have some sort of a mis- 
sion here. with an elder, William Kelley, 
long active in the west, as their leader. 
These are known as the antipolygamous 
Mormons, and do not work in harmony or 
fraterpnize with the main body in Utah. These 
missionaries come here for many pyrposes, 
the principal one of which is meet tne 
great number of 3 converts made by 
other missionaries abroad. Nearly ail these 
are landed at Castle Garden, aithough of late 
some few have been finding their way to the 
west through the port of Philadelphia. They 
are met here by the elders and other mission- 
aries of the church, who care for their 
wants, see that they are not imposed upon by 
the runners who infest Castle Garden, and 
otherwise provide for them. 

Another kind of work the elders have to do 
in New York isto pilot about the city the 
young men who are just starting out on their 
mission work. These come here together in 
considerable numbers and are shown the 
sights of the city, including especially tne 
museums, parks, libraries, and  build- 
ings of interest. This is considered 
a part of their training for their 
work. It is, perhaps, not generally known 
that each Mormon young man is expected to 
give two years of work to the church. This 
effort is devoted to whatever branch of the 
work the young men are best titted to per- 
form. Some may preach; in fact, neariy all 
of them are likely to be culled upon to do 
this. Others do workin different fields of 


labor, just as their talents may fit them. But 


every young man grows up with the knowl- 
edge that he must give this much of his time 
to the church, and makes his arrangements 
accordingly, just as he expects to marry, or 
as the young man of continental countries 
expects to give a certain portion of his time 
to service in the army. 

The Mormons have adopted a modifi- 
cation of the Chautauqua system, and 
have given it a wide use in Utah, 
Idaho, and the other territories, where they 
have a considerable number of fol- 
lowers. It is a sort of mutual improve- 
ment sociéty, which has now more than 
30,000 members. It has a magazine devoted 
entirely to ite own purposes, a publication 
which is perhaps not Known to a dozen peo- 
ple outside the limits of the church. Its 
work seems to be well done, and sume of the 
most zealous Mormons engaged in it speak 
most encouragingly of its influence. These 
same men say that the foreigners who come 
to them as Converts soon become part and 
parcel of their system, both as to citizen- 
ship and religion. They give up the lan- 
5 of their youth, and lose those pecu- 
iar uauonal characteristics which find pres- 
ervation in the larger cities. Every assist- 
ance is afforded the immigrant, with the re- 
sult that he is not thrown out in the cold, un- 
feeling way which is an apparent necessity 
in the world outside. 


A Georgia Democrat Who Wants te Ex- 
pel the Negroes from the South. 

New York World: State Senator Gibbs of 

Georgia is apparently a bourbon Democrat who 


has outlived his era. In a speech in the legisla- 


ture of that state Tuesday he said that the free 
negro is worthiess as a laborer, and favored a 
policy which would rid the south of its negro 
population.

Another prelate who at the pres- 
ent moment is in financial difficultres is Car- 
dinal Parocchi, tne apostolic vicar of the 
pontiff, and a dignitary whose office ranks 
only second in importance to that of the holy 
father himself. Some years ago at the time 
of the boom in real estate in this 
city. the cardinal in question purchased an 
extensive tract of land in the new Tesraccio 
suburb for the purpose of erecting thereon a 
church dedicated to St. Lucidus, his patron 
saint. His object in buying so largea piece of 
ground was to parcel up all the land not actu- 
allx occupied by the foundations of the sacred 
edifice into small building lots, and to take 
ad vantage of the prospective continued rise 
in the price ot real estate to dispose of them 
at a considerable profit. The amount of the 
latter, he estimated, would be sufficiently 
great to enable him oot only to defray the 
entire cost of the construction of the church, 
but also to increase his bank account to a 
figure befitting a prince of the church. 
Unfortunately for the cardinal his calcula- 
tions were ‘doomed to disappointment. In- 
stead of the continued rise in the price of 
real estate which he had anticipated 
there was a heavy fal. The boom 
died away as quickly as it 
grown, and today town lots 
have become such a drug in the market 
at Rome that the banks will no longer ac- 
cept mortgages thereon as security for loans. 
His eminence’s speculation in real estate has 
therefore resulted in a dismal failure. Not 
only is he unable to find the necessary funds 
for the completion of his church but ne is 
hopelessly in debt to the building contract- 
ors, who are clamorme for payment, and 
who have already begun legal proceedings 
against him. In his distress tle cardinal a 
pealed to Leo XIII. for assistance. The holy 
father, however, declined to comply with his 
request, stating that, in the first place, times 
were too bad and money too scarce; and, sec- 
ondly, that he objected to members of the 
sacred college becoming invoived in pecula- 
tive transactions, either in bonds or in real 


estate. 

Cardinal Parocchi is the most diminutive 
in stature of all the princes of the church. 
His principal hopes and prospects of suc- 
ceeding to the triple crown are based on the 
fact that he is tne special nominee of the 
order of the Jesuits, which is now powerful 
and active. He is moreover persona gratis- 
sima at Vienna and at Paris, butis intensely 
disliked at the quirinal, Indeed, so strong 
is the feeling against him in Italian govern- 
ment circles that at the request of the King 
he was removed by the Pope from his former 
post of archbishop of Bologna. The 
office. which he now ~ holds, that 
of apostolic vicar, is the most 
disagreeable and unpopular one in the 
pon in's gift. It is practically impossibie to 
fulfill the duties thereof without making 
enemies on every side, and until now it has 
always been regarded as a post which, while 
of lofty eminence, debarred its holder from 
becoming pavabile — that is, in the run- 
ning for the tiara.“ Leo XIII 1s believed to 
have had this in view when he appomted 
bim, for he is well aware that if Cardinal 
Parocchi ever becomes Pope all hopes of a 
reconciliatinr between the vatican and the 
guirinal will be at an end. Cardinal Paroc- 
chi is a determined and . 
champion of me restoration of tempora 
power to the papacy, and is imbued with all 
the aggressive spirit of the order of the 
Jesuits. 

While, on the one hand, Leo XIII. is refus- 
ing to afford any financial assistance to his 
apostolic vicar on the ground that times are 
so bad, he is, on the other hand, furnishing 
the backing and the capital for the new 
Angio-Roman bank, which bas just been 
founded by his favorite nephew, Count Fe- 
lippo Pecei, and which is to have offices both 
in this city and in London. Itis stated that 
the major part of the vatican funds will now 
be withdrawn from the Banca Nazionale and 

e other banking establishments to which 
they have hitherto been intrusted, and will 
be confined to the institution presided over 
by Count Felippo Pecci. 

I may add that the holy father, notwith- 
standing all reports to the contrary, is in ex- 
ealth.

A young man on the sidewalk meres 
out and seized the horse’s bit in order to help 
him up, and he, too, went down, There was 
a heap of the victims before it was found 
that the animal had not slipped on the sewer 
cover, as was supposed, but ad received the 
shock froma wire that had charged the 
metallic plate. Our attention was called last 
year to the work of placing the conaecting 
wires in an immense building in Brook- 
lyon with a view of lightmg the 
premises to be used for one of the 

reat modern bazaars. As we saw the con- 

uctors led up to the window frames we re- 
marked to a companion concerning the evi- 
dent danger of such a method of handling 
the electric force. Not many weeks after- 
wards the work of making a display in the 
show window disturbed the wire and the 
place was struck with lightning as liter- 
ally as if the current had come from an over- 
hanging cloud. As it was in the day time 
and help was near the damage was reported 
at only $8,000, but the. accident might have 
wrecked the whole establishment. 

With each succeeding month the number 
of victims and the evidences of attending 
peril are rapidly increasing. The 13th inst. 
a fruit dealer who had a little standin front 
of No. 282 Houston street went uo on the iron 
awning that covered it to clean out tue little 
gutter from which the water was dripping 
upon his fruit. His foot slipped on the iron 
pole and he fell with his neck across a wire 
that ran along the edge of the awning. 
We need not repeat the sickening story. 
but his ‘mutilated body was 
home to his dwelling and his poor widow has 
no redress. The same day there were sev- 
eral other victims who were working in the 
vicinity of a gaspipe which a sagging wire 
had touched and charged with the current. 
Their lives were saved by timely beip, but 
the woodwork about them was consumed. A 
few days afterwards Sergt. Ronk of the 
police was sitting by the burglar alarm at 
the station when it was set in motion, and 
on his arising to call the patrolman he was 
knocked senseless. The trouble came 
from the “crossing” of a wire. 
His life was saved by careful medical skill. 
At about the same moment an electric lamp 
in front of No. 127 Christopher street began 
to vomit sparks, which flew in all directions 
and set fire to the second story of the house, 
In the same day’s journal is the story of 
young Powers, a lineman employed for this 
purpose, who was repairing the wires of 
an electric lhght in front of No. 350 
East Thirty-fourth street. He 
his ladder nst the pole and 
ascended to the burner. What next hap- 
pened is not knowr, but his body became 
violentiy convulsed, burned, and distorted, 
— he fell dead to the street. As we are 

riting this we leartp that the electric light } 


wire at an early hour Wednesday morning { furn 


set fire to the third story of the ‘Moffitt 
building, No. 58 Wiltiam street, and another 
in front of No. 510 Broadway was emitting , 
sparks of fire and was cut justin time to save 
the premises, 

These are only a few instances taken at 
random to show the peril that attends on 
this method of lighting the streets, and espe- 
ci of illuminating a dweiling. Many 
hundred lives have already been sacrificed 
and much property momen be How many 
fires whose origin is secret have been started 
by this agency cannot be told. The light 
itself we regard as unpleasant whether it 
1s used in the street or for office and house- 
hold purposes. = it has come to stay, 
we suppose, and it is useless to protest 
against it. Our object in calling attention to 
the danger of life and property arising from 
its use is to enforce the obligation for 


greater sicill 8 and care in providing and main- - 


taining the conductors that are charged with 
‘such a deadly current. The city authorities 
are taking no steps as far as we can learn to 
reduce the peril by exacting greater care in 
83 supporting, and insulating the 
wires, and the owners of the various plants 
seem chiefly intent on distributing their 
stock and securing customers and income. 
It is all very well to say that people should 
not be and that every man should 
nak out for himself. But a whole row ot 
people that were looking out for themselves, 
us they supposed, were dropped in front of a

inte on which they had placed their hands, 
nst which they were leaning. The

— ordinary diligence. 
two ladies stepped on the iron 
cover of a manhole, and were toppled 
over into the mud. They were not seriously 
burned, but sustained a nervous as well as 
an electric shock from which they will not 
recover for many aday. The menace thick- 
eus about everywhere. No man knows what 
it is safe for him to handle, or where he may 
place his feet without invitin the unseen 
death. We think it is full time that some 
voice was raised that will be heard through- 
out the city and the country as well, and stir 
the sluggish authorities up to a sense of the 
common periland the necessity of greater 
safeguards in the extension of these electric 
appliances either for lighting or motive 
power. > 


TWO MORE CANDIDATES FOR STATEHOOD. 


What the Congressional Committee Saw in 
the Indian Territory. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Sept, 23: Con- 
gressmen William M. Springer of Illinois, 
Charles S. Baker of New York, Bishop W. 
Perkins and Samuel R. Peters of Kansas, 
Charles H. Mansur of Missouri, and John M. 
Alien of Mississippi, arrived in St. Louis 
from Indian Territory last night. All are 
members of the committee on territories and 
Indian affairs, and they visited — territor 
in order to become better acquainted wit 
the condition of affairs and prepare them- 
selves for the forthcoming legislauon affect- 
ing Oklahoma, the Cherokee ip, and other 
Indian. lands. Their reception at the flour- 
ishing points, Guthrie and Oklahoma City, 
was most flattering, and the references in 
their speeches to the probability of Okla- 
homa and Cherokee bein Ie states were 
applauded enthusiasti 

As to the statehood for the five civilized 
tribes, the delegation was unanimous in the 
opinion that the Indians should be allowed 
to allot their lands: and dispose of the sur- 
plus as they saw fit. They could either dis- 
pose of it to private parties or to the govern- 
ment and receive an annuity of 5 per cent; 
that when they had perfected a state govern- 
ment, by the election of territorial officers, 
including a state treasurer who would give 
= rexuisite bond, the money due tne In- 

—＋ Boom now in the United States Treas- 
— should be turned, over to them. They 
believe that within two or three years “ Okla- 
homa and Cherokee will add two more 
stars to the national banner. 

„The delegation is unanimously of tne opin- 
ion that the Cherokee patent to the strip is 
only an easement, and by no means a fee 
simple. The members say the Cherokees 
have abandoned it by turning it over to cattle 
syndicates, and that consquently it must and 
will revert to tne government. One of the 
earliest duties of Congress will be to open it 
to white settlement. A discussion of the 
Cherokee strip question with Chérokees at 
Vinita proved conclusively that they have no 
intention of parting with the strip voluntar- 


The committee favored an immediate ac-
